John T. Hewitt, both Mahon- 
ing county Democrats, was among 
the few Important bills on which 
both houses completed action in 
yesterday's tumultuous sessions. 


The measure restricts the juris- 


diction of justices in traffic cases 
to their own townships. 
At pres- 


tent, "j. p.'s" have county-wide 
jurisdiction in these cases. 


The bill now goes to the gov- 


ernor for his signature.

Sen. Lawrence a rising vote of con- 
fidence. The motion was unani- 
mously adopted. 


In his reply, Huml said he was 


"aorry that you or anyone con- 
•trued my letter as containing any 
intimidation or insult. 


"I would be the la,st one to so 


jeopardize this very meritorious 
and important bill," Huml said. 


"Taking you at your work and 


JBO that neither of us as individuals 
shall be charged with the defeat 
of this measure and for the sake 
of the cause, I assure you and the 
other members of the committee 
xxxthat there was no intention on 
my part to offend anyone." 


In his first letter, Huml charged 


Lawrence had held the bill for 
"one week" without taking any ac- 
tion. The bill was passed by the 
house. 


"If our months of struggle and 


worry in sponsoring this bill meet 
with defeat at this crucial hurdle 
and the bill does not go on (the 
calendar) for passage in time to 
have the house concur in senate 
amendments, 
that 
betrayal 
is 


charged to the administration. 


Attempt Exposed 


"If the bill does pass at the last 


moment, we secured that only by 
advising the governor's secretary 
and Sen. Lawrence that the be- 
trayal and wilful attempt to de- 
feat the measure will be exposed 
to organized labor," 


Lawrence said Huml told him 


copies of the letter had been sent 
to "50 labor leaders."

same contract at both tables—5- 
Spades. South's opening bid was 
1-Spade, North bid 2-Spades, South 
4-Diamonds, North 4-Spades and 
South tried for a slam with a bid 
of 5-Spades, but North rightfully 
passed. 


At both tables the spade 9 was 


the opening lead, won with the 
spade J and a club led, which was 


won by East. A second club waa 
returned, on which West played the 
J and South winning. 
South now 


played the diamond Ace and ruffed 
a diamond. 


At this point one declarer played 


the club 9 and when East did not 
cover, tossed the heart 10. West 
won this with the club 10, holding 
the contract to five. 


C. E. Van Vleck, Jr., of the 


Whist Club of New York, who sat 
South at the other table, did not 
count on West for a doubleton 
holding in clubs, so ruffed this trick 
and was able to make six. 
His 


theory was that West would not 
have led a trump with a doubleton 
holding, but would have preferred 
to keep his trumps with the hop* 
of a ruff later.

(up) — Major Seth Wiard, Wash- 
ing-ton firearms expert, today sup- 
ported the suicide theory of Mrs. 
Verna Garr Taylor's death with 
testimony that the revolver which 
killed her was held ag-ainst her 
body. 


He was the first of six ballistics 


and chemical experts to testify 
for Brigadier General Henry H. 
Denhardt on trial for the murder 
of his fiancee. 


The side of a hog's carcass, 


punctured with six bullet wounds, 
was laid on the floor before the 
jury and Wiard delivered a lecture 
on ballistics.
